The Mining Law Amended 


The bill to amend Sections 2,324 and 


8,325 of the Revised Statutes of the 
TJbited 
States, 
concerning 
mineral 


lands, has passed Congress and is now 
a law. It reads as follows: 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House 


of Representatives of the United States ] 
ill America in Congress assembled, That 
bt-ction 2,325 of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States be amended bv adding 
thereto the following words: "Provided, 
Teat when the claimant for a patent is 
•ot a resident of the land district wherein 
th.« vein, lude, ledge or deposit sought to 
be patented is located, the affidavits re- 
quired to be made in this section by 
the claimant for such patent may be 
made by his, her or its authorized agent, 
when said agent is conversant with the 
fricts sought to be established by said 
affidavits: And, provided, That this wec- 
tiou shall apply to all applications now- 
pending for pattnts for mineral lands." 


Sec. 2, That Section 2,324 of the Re- 


vised Statutes of the United States be 
•mended by adding the following words; 
"Provided, That the period within which 
the work required to be done annually 
on all patented mineral claims shall 
commence on the 1st day of January 
succeeding the date of such claim, am1. 
this section shall apply to all claims 
located since the 10th day of May, A.D. 
1872."
